A  Bygone  Era

Its  end  was  not  met  with  a  lot  of  fanfare,  but  rather  indifference.  Some  might  even  have 
described  its  passing  as  a  relief.  However,  as  months  have  passed,  it  is  now  possible  to 
look  back  at  our  former  alma  mater  with  a  bit  of  perspective.  Indeed,  many  years  from

now  we  may  look  at  AUHS  as  one  of  the  things  that  symbolized  the  good  old  days,  when 
no  problem  was  too  large  that  it  could  not  be  dealt  with  by  denial,  deceit,  or  delusion. 


As  I  reflect  upon  that  bygone  era,  I  am  dismayed  at  all  the  great  AUHS  traditions,  ^ 
people,  and  milestones  that  have  left  our  consciousness  without  a  proper  memorial.  1^ 
am  taking  this  space  to  chronicle  the  glory  that  was  AUHS.  My  hope  is  that  some  time  in 
the  distant  future  you  can  open  your  yearbook  and  remember  all  the  special  moments  . 
or  at  least  remember  how  silly  I  was  before  I  became  Surgeon  General. 


The  Founder 


Many  universities  can  boast  a  founder  whose  name  evokes  powerful  images.  Th< 
University  of  Pennsylvania  has  Benjamin  Franklin.  The  University  of  Virginia  has 
Thomas  Jefferson.  The  Allegheny  University  of  the  Health  Sciences  has  Sherif 
Abdelhak.  All  three  of  these  visionaries  left  their  mark  on  the  city  of  Philadelphia  ahl 
surely  never  be  seen  alive  in  this  city  again. 
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Sherif  Abdelhak  began  his  career  in  the  cafeteria  at  Allegheny  General  Hospital  in 
Pittsburgh.  From  these  humble  beginnings  he  climbed  the  corporate  ladder  until  he  was 
CEO  of  AGH.  His  all-you-can-eat  approach  to  healthcare  acquisition  allowed  him  to 
build  AUHS  to  one  of  the  largest  healthcare  providers  in  Pennsylvania.  Alas,  running 
this  empire  proved  to  be  a  bit  more  difficult  than  planning  "Taco  Tuesdays"  and  the 
system  eventually  declared  bankruptcy  in  the  summer  of  1998.

and  the  Diamond 


It  is  important  to  note  that  the  Allegheny  University  of  the  Health  Sciences  included  more 
than  a  medical  school.  Indeed  under  its  banner  was  included  a  School  of  Nursing,  a 


School  of  Public  Health,  and  a  School  of  Health 
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sionals.  The  medical  school  was 


to  be  known  as  the  MCP  Hahnemann  School  of  Medicine  of  the  Allegheny  University  of 
the  Health  Sciences.  Besides  being  long  and  awkward,  the  name  had  an  unusual 
feature,  the  black  diamond  "D".  Many  theories  surfaced  as  to  the  significance  of  the 
black  diamond.  The  most  popular  suggested  it  represented  the  flashy  nature  of  the 
school's  leadership  who  thought  it  appropriate  to  place  a  diamond  in  the  setting  of  the 


schools  name.  Others  contend  its  origin  goes  to  the  sport  of  skiing  where  a  black 
diamond  indicates  a  degree  of  difficulty.  (The  author  feels  a  blue  square  if  not  a  green         * 
circle  might  have  been  more  appropriate.)  A  small  sect  insists  that  the  black  diamond 


reflects  Abdelhak's  love  of  songwriter  Neil  Diamond.  The  truth  remains  a  secret. 
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No  rationale  is  available  for  the  choice  of  the  school  colors.  Perhaps  the  best 
explanation  can  be  surmised  from  an  unnamed  executive,  who  stated,  "We  spend  most 
of  the  year  in  the  red,  and  it  really  blew!" 


Rivalries 


One  might  think  you  would  need  an  athletic  program  to  generate  rivalries  with  other 
schools.  Not  true.  Tiny  Allegheny  College  in  Meadville,  Pennsylvania  brought  litigation 
against  AUHS  for  stealing  their  name.  Although  the  case  was  eventually  settled 


court,  ill  feelings  remained  between  both  student  bodies.  Despite  the  mileage  between 
the  schools,  several  students  made  the  long  trek  between  the  two  to  play  pranks.  AUHS 
pranksters  placed  used  hypodermic  needles  in  the  Allegheny  College  campus  movie 
theater  seats.  In  return,  Allegheny  College  students  were  seen  sneaking  onto  campus 
and  disrupting  HAL  and  Netscape  at  regular  intervals.  In  the  end,  we  will  always  have 


the  last  laugh.  They  alone  will  have  to  say  they  graduated  from  Allegheny.  A  similar 
rivalry,  but  by  no  means  as  intense,  existed  between  Auburn  University  and  AUHS.  I 
Early  in  its  history,  AUHS  had  as  its  symbol  an  interlocking  "A"  and  "U".  This  bore  an 
uncanny  resemblance  to  the  Auburn  University  symbol  (don't  you  think  someone  would 
have  checked  into  this  before  making  up  the  school  symbol?!).  This  apparent 
infringement  on  their  identity  caused  so  much  disruption  on  the  Auburn  campus  that  the 
football  team  lost  a  crucial  game  to  Alabama.  Although  AUHS  eventually  switched  to  an 
italicized  "A"  without  a  "U"  the  students  and  alumni  at  Auburn  have  managed  to  continue 
the  grudge.  If  you  don't  believe  me,  ask  an  alumni  of  Auburn  what  he  or  she  thinks  of 
AUHS  and  he/she  will  pretend  to  have  never  heard  of  us. 


The  Statue

Perhaps  nothing  will  immortalize  the  memory  of  AUHS  better  than  the  statue  in  front 
the  Queen  Lane  campus.  Officially  known  as  "Coming  Together",  it  has  many  names 
among  the  students,  most  of  which  would  be  inappropriate  to  publish  here.  In  October 
1996,  AUHS  commissioned  an  "artist"  to  create  a  piece  that  would  commemorate  the 
merging  of  Hahnemann  and  MCP.  And  boy  did  he  do  a  good  job!  His  piece  embodied 
the  entire  AUHS  system  —  a  difficult  to  look  at,  difficult  to  understand  bundle  of  sticks 
that  could  topple  over  at  any  minute.  During  difficult  times,  we  all  shared  in  the 
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responsibility  of  guarding  this  masterpiece.  Rumor  has  it  we  were  guarding  it  from 
Abdelhak,  who  was  said  to  be  looking  for  precious  metals  he  could  melt  down  for  cash. 

Myths 

rwith  urban  myths.  Every  week  it  seemed  an  email 
would  circulate  documenting  some  bizarre  occurrence  purported  to  be  true.  Often  times, 
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these  myths  would  originate  as  true  stories  that  were  translated  slightly  incorrectly  as 
they  were  passed  from  person  to  person.  Eventually,  the  story  was  embellished  to  the 
point  that  it  barely  resembles  the  original  facts.  Not  surprisingly,  AUHS  has  it's  own 
share  of  urban  myths,  the  most  famous  of  which  most  certainly  must  be  the  Beardasche. 
In  fact,  its  popularity  has  led  some  to  attempt  to  nominate  it  as  the  school's  mascot.  But

few  can  easily  describe  what  exactly  a  Beardasche  is.  All  will  agree,  its  origin  was  in  the 
human  sexuality  class.  Some  say  the  instructors  described  the  Beardasche  as  a  human 
creature  of  ambiguous  sexuality.  The  Beardasche  was  even  rumored  to  have  been 
worshipped  in  certain  primitive  cultures.  Unfortunately,  this  fact  was  not  particularly 
relevant  considering  that  many  of  these  same  cultures  once  worshipped  schizophrenics 
as  awe-inspiring  leaders.

Although  this  sounds  like  a  plausible 
story,  it  is  completely  false.  The  existence  of  gaydar  has  been  demonstrated  in  several 


major  Helsinki  Institute  Center  randomized  double-blind  studies.  (The  exact  article 
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escapes  me  now,  but  I  do  believe  it  was  in  JAMA  or  Neurology  Clinics  of  North% 
America.)  Most  likely,  this  legend  originated  from  a  memorandum  which  asked  students 
who  possessed  gaydar  not  to  use  it  in  the  hospital  as  it  interfered  with  telemetry  and  the
